Japs’ Timetable, Strategy Upset

WASHINGTON,. May 6 (AP).— 
The Japanese virtually cleaned up 
their Philippines campaign today 
~—the last day~ of the war's fifth 
month—when the surrender of Cor- 
regidor’s garrison finally silenced 
its great guns. 


For weeks there had been no 


doubt in the minds of military au-| 


thorities that sooner or later Cor- 
regidor must fall. They had dis- 
counted .it in their plans since last 
December when it became appar- 
ent that the enemy would succeed 
‘in cutting off the Philippines from 
all but the most scanty supplies. 

The authorities apparently had 
counted on Corregidor—and on Ba- 
taan Peninsula until its fall April 
9—to do two things: First, pre- 
vent the Japanese from using Ma- 
nila Bay, generally considered the 
finest harbor in the Western Pa- 
cific; second, tie up as large a 
force of enemy troops and war ma- 
chines as possible, for as long as 
possible. 

Defenders of the island. and 
peninsula, who hung on in a holo- 
caust of shellfire until their un- 
breakable spirits alone supported 
failing bodies, were said today to 
have accomplished both those pur- 
poses far beyond all expectation. 

When the enemy needed more 
thousands of troops in Malaya and 
the Dutch Hast Indies, in Burma 


and in the approaches to Australia, 


when he needed elsewhere the guns 
and planes that were tied up in 
the Philippines, he was denied 
them by the men of Bataan and 
Corregidor. 

When he might have used Manila 
Bay as a concentration point for 
transports and warships to smash 
Singapore or Soerabaja early in the 
war he was denied it.

Padberg, Reversed in Higher Court, 
Threatens to See Lawyer About It 


Ex-Judge Gives Appeal Bench Till Monday to 
Retract ‘Scurrilous, Scandalous 
Matters’ in Opinion. 


Former Circuit Judge Eugene iu. 
Padberg, incensed at a St. Louis 
Court of Appeals decision revers- 
ing one of his, demanded, in a 
statement handed to reporters to- 
day that the Appellate Court strike 
from its opinion “extraneous, scur- 
rilous and scandalous matters,” 
and said if that was not done by 
next Monday he would. hire a 
lawyer to see what could be done 
about it. 
The Appellate Court’s decision, 
by its Presiding Judge, William C. 
Hughes, set aside an injunction 
which Padberg had issued in De- 
cember, 1940, restraining police 
from interfering “unlawfully” with 
a club which had been raided by 
the police gambling squad. 
Judge Hughes wrote that not 
even a skilled lawyer, by reading 
the injunction, could obtain the 
slightest idea of. what had been 
in the mind of the person. who 
issued it. 

Padberg’s Comment. 
*T am sure the citizens of St. 
Louis read with regret that the 
Presiding Judge of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals does not under- 
stand or know the meaning of the 
word ‘unlawful’,” Padberg said. 
“It is a word in common use by 
sixth grade pupils, extremely fa- 
miliar to adults and should be in 
the vocabulary of every lawyer, 
including Judges. 
“The average dictionary defines 
it as some act committed con- 
trary to law. Judge Hughes says 
that policemen do not know what 
are unlawful acts. Then, in that 
event, how can they make arrests 
of citizens that they do arrest from 
day to day? Or must they here- 
after have Judge Hughes at their 
elbow to determine whether or not 
an unlawful act has been commit- 
ted and that an arrest is war- 
ranted? 
“Tt is not a presumptuous state- 
merit to say that the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, in 90 per cent 
of their cases, pass upon lawful 
or unlawful acts. And for them to 
say brazenly to the public that 
they do not know the meaning of 
the word would appear they are 


merely seeking the spotlight of 
publicity. 
Sets Monday as Deadline. 

“I desire to give until Monday, 
May 11, next, to Judge Hughes and 
hig colleagues to exercise the pre- 
rogative of striking from the opin- 
ion the extraneous, scurrilous and 
scandalous. matters contained 
therein, as well as the indulged 
personalities. 

“Should they so fail to do I will 
then employ counsel for the pur- 
pose of rectifying as well as seek- 
ing to modify the opinion so as to 
bring it within the issues of the 
case, eliminating and obviating the 
personal references. 

“I also suggest that if I am 
compelled to go to this expense 
and trouble that Judge Hughes in 
all fairness should make the same 
statements as a private citizen so 
that I may’ seek redress in the 
courts of our State. The type of 
action I shall bring, of course, will 
be determined by the manner and 
form of utterance that Hughes is- 
sues as a private citizen, if he is- 
sues any.” 

Judge Hughes in Hospital. 

Judges Hughes, convalescing in 
a hospital after an appendicitis 
operation, was not available for 
comment, 

In his opinion he had pointed 
out that Padberg’s injunction did 
not forbid any specific thing, but 
simply enjoined the Police Depart- 
ment from doing anything “unlaw- 
fully.” Even if the club had been 
entitled to an injunction, he said, 
the decree should have been so 
worded as to tell the police pre- 
tisely what was forbidden. The 
club was the Commission Row 
Club, 1139 North Third street. 

“A search of textbeoks and au- 
thorities fails to bring to our at- 
tention any instance of an injunc- 
tion so general, broad, sweeping 
and indefinite as the one before 
us,” Judge Hughes wrote. 

The Appellate Court remanded 
the case for new trial in the Cir- 
cuit Court. The ‘club, however, 
ceased to operate about a year ago 
after the City Counselor's office 
appealed. from Judge Padberg’s or- 
der.

Other Targets in Southern 
Germany, Docks at Nan- 
tes Hit—British Lose 
Four Planes. 


LONDON, May 6 (AP).—Indus- 
trial plants in Stuttgart were 
bombed by the Royal Air Force 
for the second night in succession 
last night and British raiders also 
attacked other targets in Southern 


Germany, officials reported today. 

From these and other engage 
ments, four bombers are missing, 
the Air Ministry announced. 

It said docks at Nantes again 
were bombed and airdromes in 
Northern France and the Low 
Countries were attacked. 

Informed sources said the R. A. 
F. crews encountered cloudy weath- 
er over Southern Germany which 
prevented detailed observation of 
results. 

Nazi Thrusts at England. 

A temporary ‘waning. of Nazi 
retaliatory raids was. evident as 
the R. A. F. pursued its program 
of destruction which has taken 
heavy bomber command units into 
Germany 21 times since April 1. 

Light German forces made dusk 
and dawn forays against Southeast 
English coastal districts with 
bombs and gunfire, killing two or 
more persons and causing some 
damage. Four planes took part in 
the twilight attack, two in the 
morning raid. 

A communique of the Ministries 
of Air and Home Security said, 
however, that “during the hours of 
darkness there was nothing to re- 
port.” 

* The night thrust into Germany 
followed four daylight sweeps 
across the English Channel against 
German bases at Zeebrugge, Bel- 
gium, and in France. Six British 
planes were reported missing from 
these engagements and four Ger- 
man craft were shot down. 

Planes Over Lyon. 

A Vichy broadcast said anti-air- 
craft guns at Clermont-Ferrand 
and Lyon, in unoccupied France, 
went into action during the night 
against unidentified aircraft. 

A dispatch from Vichy yester- 
day said gun crews in that capital 
and at Clermont-Ferrand had fired 
on planes which dropped flares 
and propaganda leaflets. The 
planes were not identified. . 

Operating in shortening hours of 
darkness, the British in the last 
five weeks have made four raids 
on the Baltic port of Rostock, three 
on the submarine and shipbuilding 
center of Hamburg and two against 
industrial Cologne. 

Supporting the claim that the 
Axis now is being smashed from 
the air harder than at any time 
since the war began, the Ministry 
said British forces made 175 at- 
tacks on 62 targets in Europe, the 
Mediterranean basin and Pacific 
theaters in April and 31 Axis 
ships were sunk or damaged. 

Exclusive of the Pacific opera- 
tions, it said 287 enemy aircraft 
were destroyed against a Royal 
Air Force loss ef 314. 


Rail, Industrial Installations Hit at 
Folkestone, Nazis Say. 
BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), May 6 (AP).—Successful 
night bombing of railway and in- 
dustrial installations in the En- 


- glish town of Folkestone, on the 


English Chanznel, was reported to- 
day by the German high command. 

British bombers at the same time 
conducted “nuisance raids” on 
southern Germany, a communique 
said.

used furniture. These items were 


added to former lists which al- 
included new 


struments, silverware and plumb- 
ing fixtures. 
Restrictions on Loans. 

Cash loans under $1500 from 
banks or other lenders also were 
held down to a maximum of 12 
months to pay, and in some cases 
90 days. Former rules applied 
only to cash loans to be repaid on 
the installment plan, but the new 
regulation also applies to loans to 
be repaid in lump sums. 

In applying the new rule on 
charge accounts, the board, in 
effect, counted past purchases of 
listed items as having been made 
today. Unpaid accounts involving 
listed articles now on store books 
must be cleaned up—or install- 
ment terms arranged—by July 1. 

The charge account rule allows 
between 40 and 70 days for pay- 
ment. For instance, articles 
bought on June 1, June 15 or June 
30 all become due on Aug. 10— 
“the tenth day of the second 
month after the month in which 
the purchase was made.” 

Usual exceptions or extensions 
were granted for special cases, in- 
cluding student loans, emergency 
hospital expense loans, credit to 
farmers and others with seasonal 
income, and impoverished persons.

Burst Gasoline Drums. 


With special picks we helped

Five minutes after midnight, 
with the powerhouse a shambles, 
we headed northward, not know- 
ing what was ahead of our line 
of retreat. 

Across a deep ford of a creek 
just north of town we came upon 
a column of halted army vehicles.

Machine-gun fire sprang up be- 
hind us. An Indian frontier force 
of infantry made a sortie from 
both sides of the traffic-crowded 
road. Headlights flashed hundreds 
of yards aczoss fields and clusters 
of trees to pick out the enemy. 


Fear of Dawn Raiders. 


It was three hours until dawn 
and Japanese bombers. would be 
sure to spot this concentration of 
tanks, trucks,.. staff cars; gas 
trucks and mobile repair shops. 

Two tank commanders promised 
to escort our jeep between them 
through the darkness. One offi- 
cer said the vehicle could pass 
the burning truck if we cared -to 
risk it but there was no telling 
what the entrenched Japanese 
might do.

THE EUROPEAN WAR AT THE POLITICAL LEVEL 


N° HIS order of the day on May 
first Stalin said that the Red 
Army is “fighting a war for the 
Fatherland, ‘a war of liberation, a

‘Though the effect of this state- 
ment of Russian war aims will not 
be obvious and visible for some 
time, it is none the less of great 
practical importance, both imme- 
diately and in the longer run, Thus 
it is notice to the Finns that Fin- 
land ‘is to -survive a ‘Nazi’ debac 
and that; therefore; it is the: vital 
interest of Finland to make sure 
that when hostilities end, there is 
still a Finnish Army and a not 
utterly exhausted Finnish nation. 
Every one knows that Finland can- 
not today make a separate peace 
and withdraw from the war. But 
the fact that Russia, and obviously 
also Britain and America, intend 
to respect the national independ- 
ence of Finland, is the best of all 
reasons why Finland should, like 
Italy for example, try to conserve 
her resources until the war is over. 
Finland has every interest in not 
ruinipg her self fighting Hitler's 
war. 

. * 
HE same practical calculation 
holds true for the Hungarians 
and the Rumanians, and there are 
many reasons for thinking they 
are well aware of it. They are 
compelled, not for noble but for 
understandable reasons, to help 
Hitler by sending troops to Russia 
and even to placate him by taking 
the preposterous step of declaring 
war against the United States. But 
both have insisted on keeping an 
army at home, and this is a shrewd 
precaution against the time when 
the Nazi military power breaks up 
and anarchy is threatened along 
the German lines of communica- 
tion to the East. If Hungary and 
Rumania have armies intact, which 
at the proper moment are ready to 
liberate their countries from the 
Nazi captivity, they will have done 
the best that is possible for their 
two countries. 


Indeed the first political problem 
of EHEurope—now and immediately 
after the downfall of Hitler—is 
how each nation is to have enough 
ferce and enough governmental 
authority within its own territory, 
first, to contribute to its own lib- 
é#ration, then to preserve domestic 
order and then to insure its proper 
representation in the resettlement 
of the continent. In the case of 
Italy the problem is readily soluble 
in so far as the Italians do not 
let. Mussolini exhaust and destroy 
the Italian naval and land forces 
in» Hitler’s war. For when the 
time comes to remove Mussolini 
and his henchmen, the King and 
the House of Savoy, the Army, the 
Vatican will remain to make nego- 
tiations possible.

In any event, in 1938 the Supreme Court held that 
Judge Sevier’s court had no jurisdiction over the im- 
pounded funds and that jurisdiction lay instead with 
the State Superintendent of Insurance. Attorney 
.General McKittrick then sued to recover from the 
bank the sums paid out on Judge Sevier’s order. 

In a 5-to-2 decision, the Supreme Court held the 
bank was not liable for these sums and could not 
be compelled to repay them. Judges Gantt and Hays 
dissented, holding the bank should be compelled to 
repay them, 

This much is clear, but here the mystery begins. 
While Judge Hays’ dissent was made public, Judge 
Gantt’s was not. What points did Gantt make that 
caused the court to suppress his views? 

What did he say that afoused Judge Tipton to 
write a fighting reply? And what did Gantt then 
reply to Tipton? 

It is inconceivable that this was merely a petty 
exchange of recriminations between two members 
of the court who just do not happen to agree in a 
particular case. — 

There must be something deeper than that about 
this extraordinary incident. There must be a funda- 
mental difference between Judges Gantt and Tipton 
that involves the whole court. 

Did Judge Gantt make charges against the 
majority of the court of a serious political nature? 

It is of the highest importance that the people 
repose full confidence in the judiciary. That confi- 
dence is necessarily impaired when the court sup- 
presses an opinion of its own Chief Justice. 

It is not necessary to repeat the scurrilous and 
defamatory remarks verbatim in order to let the 
people know what prompted them. The basic cause 
of the quarrel between Judge Gantt and Judge Tip- 
ton is a matter which should not be withheld from 
the people, because as long as it is withheld, they 
must regard the court with a question mark and 
the court itself suffers a serious loss of prestige. 

We hope Judge Gantt and Judge Tipton exercise 
their rights to free speech under the Constitution of 
the United States and the State of Missouri to make 
known their attitudes on this disturbing and mys- 
terious issue.

OUR editorial, “Rats, the Shame of 
St. Louis,” is more than timely, as 
expressed by “W. F. 8.” in his letter. 
This is a serious condition that will be- 
come more serious uniess all who are 
confronted with those pests take action. 

Through our own negligence, these pests 
thrive. An aid to the rat is an open or 
uncovered garbage pail, plus rubbish 
heaps and pny, © or overloaded ashpits 
where rats can breed. Rather than drive 
through an alley in any infested area 
after dark and count the rats, as sug- 
gested by “W. F. 8.,” why not count the 
open or uncovered garbage pails or, the 
ashpits with garbage in them? 

Deprive the rat of food, and the pest 
will soon leave, but do it in the right 
way. Keep the garbage pails covered 
at'all times, keep the garbage out of the 
ashpit and set out poisoned bait. Caution 
should be the watchword where children 
and pets are involved. The poisoned bait 
ces eae the number of pests, but it 
m be done properly. 

What is needed is neighborhood co- 
operation throughout St. Louis by the 
residents themselves, If one family or 
a few in an infested area set out poison, 
while others do not, the pests move next 
door and the desired results are not ob- 
tained. It takes neighborhood ¢o-opera- 
tion, and regulation by city officials to 
see that garbage is placed only in cov- 
ered containers at all times, including 
the replacement of such covers on the 

arbage cans, by the collectors.

A band of exhausted, battered and weary fighters, 
out of ammunition and overwhelmed by superior 
numbers of the enemy, laid down their arms this 
morning on Corregidor.

The policy of “non-violent non-co-operation,” which 
the Congress party urges the people of India to adopt 
if the Japanese invade their country, is based on the 
highest kind of ethical concept: the power of abstract 
good to vanquish evil. 

This is a long-standing characteristic of Oriental 
thought, and has been adopted to some extent, in 
theory if not to any great degree in practice, in West- 
ern religions as well. It is often effective in the 
Orient, For instance, it is not unusual in India for a 
man who has been wronged by a neighbor to sit down 
before the neighbor’s door with the announced in- 
tention of starving himself to death, The threat is 
usually sufficient, for the wrongdoer fears he would 
be haunted for life if the faster died. 


Autos were next to be rationed. When 
they were frozen on Dec. 31, at midnight, 
a lot of confusion arose because thousands 
of people usually traded in & car by word of 
mouth.

The will, filed for probate yes- 
terday, formally appraised the es- 
tate at “more than $10,000.” The 
financier and soldier died March 
1 at Biscayne Bay, Fla. He was 
68 years old. 

Except for several $500 bequests 
to servants, the entire estate was 
halved, one part put in trust for 
his wife, and the other divided 
equally between his son and daugh- 
ter. 

A section of the will specifical- 
ly mentioning $910,000 stated that 
this amount “is to be charged 
against the principal set aside in 
trust” for Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr., 
“for money advanced in connection 
with his newspapers and publish- 
ing” interests. 

Disclosure of the disposition of 
Gen. Vanderbilt’s estate followed 
by 24 hours the filing of the will 
of Gertrude Vanderbilt Whitney, 
the General’s sister. Between 
them, the two wills cover the dis- 
posal of a majority‘of the Vander- 
bilt fortune founded more than a 
century ago by the late Commo- 
dore Cornelius Vanderbilt, great- 
grandfather of Gen. Vanderbilt and 
operator of a fleet of ferry boats.

WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).—A 
Government attorney testified to- 
day that German interests had 
used an agreement with the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of New Jersey to pre- 
vent “American industry from get- 
ting the use of” a vital explosives 
process “during the war emergen- 
cy.” 

John R. Jacobs Jr., special attor- 
ney in the Justice Department's 
anti-trust division, told the Senate 
Patents Committee that the proc- 
ess involved production of hydro- 
gen in the production of synthetic 
ammonia, a “chemical basic to the 
production of explosives.” 

Jacobs also testified that letters 
from the files of Standard and its 
subsidiaries and from agents and 
officers of the German firm, I. G. 
Farbenindustrie, showed that both 
American and German executives 
planned to resume business con- 
tacts after the war. 

“It is without question the intent 
of both parties to consider their 
partnership merely suspended dur- 
ing the present hostilities,” Jacobs 
said. “After the war, the parties 
undoubtedly intend to have an ac- 
counting, make the necessary fi- 
nancial adjustments, and then con- 
tinue their unlawful agreement.” 

He said the German-American 
agreement and its controls were 
broken by a consent decree in an 
anti-trust action against Standard 
and numerous affiliates at New- 
ark, N. J., last March 25. 

Senator La Folletté (Prog.), Wis- 
consin, interrupted Jacobs at one 
point to say that the case was the 
“most startling exhibit of the pros- 
titution of the patent laws I've 
ever seen.”

HERE are “tricks of the trade” 

at duplicate bridge which inex- 

pert players would do well to 
study. For example, it sometimes 
is difficult to decide whether to 
stop at a small slam or to go on 
for the larger reward of a grand 
slam. In these cases there often is 
available a sort of temporizing bid. 
North used it to advantage in the 
following hand: | 

Match point duplicate. 

North, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 


There was nothing remarkable 
in this sequence of bidding. Each 
bid spoke more or less for itself, 
but I should like to call North’s 
six no trump bid to my readers’ 
attention. 

North was on the fence, wheth- 
er to stop at a small siam or to 
go on to a seven bid. He did not 
like to make the final decision 
solely on his own responsibility, 
hence adopted the simple expedient 
of bidding six no trump. This bid 
had two separate virtues. First, 
since the game was match point 
duplicate,. North realized that it 
would not be advisable to play at 
diamonds if a mere small] siam 
were the final contract. The high- 
er scoring value of no trump would 
give a great superiority in a match 
point sense, and there did not seem 
to be much question that the com- 
bined hands would take 12 tricks 
at no trump. The secend virtue of 
North’s bid was that, if South 
really had unbalanced distribution 
and strongly preferred a suit con- 
tract, he would, of course, bid for 
a grand slam in his suit. Expert 


duplicate players naturally do not 


bid six no trump unless they are 
prepared to play at that denom- 
ination, but given that ability, they 
make the bid as a combination 
effort to invite seven, or (if the 
invitation is declined), to play at 
the higher trick score.
